VARIETIES FOR 1948 


DESCRIPTIVE LIST 


ALADDIN: Reddish salmon with cream blotch. Florets are large with 8-10 open 
on heavy flower head. May sometimes grow short but the flower itself is a 
beauty. 





ALGONQUIN: Fine, large, medium red, a good glad for any purpose, garden, show 
or cut flowers. One of the best reds. 


ANNA MAE: Large early white. Such a pure white that there is an illusion of a 
blue tint to the floret. A beautiful, large glad. 


AVALON: Beautiful, bright, rosy pink shading to a cream throat. 8-10 medium 
size ruffled blooms open on tall spike. 


BADGER BEAUTY: Beautiful light lavender with light cream throat. 5-7 florets 
open at once on a medium height plant. 


BAGDAD: Large smoky old rose, very tall and straight. An old favorite that many 
still rave about. 


BARBARA JANE: Light rosy lilac with small purplish blotch. 8 -well-placed blooms 
open on tall straight stem. 

BEACON: Everyone loves this time-tested favorite. Clear light rose scarlet with 
large cream throat blotch. Tall straight spike with 8-10 well placed blooms 
open at once. 

BEOWULF: Mauve lavender rose. Vigorous tall grower that most everyone likes. 
Not a good keeper and flower head inclined to be short even though the spike 
is tall. 

BERNICE: Medium size ‘‘tangerine’’ yellow. A nice yellow but not very clear in 


color. Not as nice in color and size as other yellows listed but something a 
little different. 


BINGO: A Picardy color sport: of soft creamy white with blended rose blotch. 
The same size and height as Picardy. 


BIT O’HEAVEN: A double row of 10 or 12 bright glowing orange florets on a tall 
straight spike. A beautiful shade. 


BLAZE: A blazing light red, medium large florets on medium tall spike. 


BLACK OPAL: Dark glistening red, 8-10 large florets open on tall straight stem. 
Everyone goes for this winner. 


BUCKEYE BRONZE: A real bronze glad with a light infusion of rose that adds 
charm and brightens. An odd glad but one that is very attractive. 


BURMA: Gorgeous deep reddish rose, somewhat lighter in throat. 7-10 heavily 
~truffled blooms open on straight medium height plant. A wonderful variety 
that you are sure to like. 
CANDY HEART: A nice flesh pink with large light carmine blotch. 5-6 open at 
once on medium height spike. 





Last year I bought a number of gladiolus bulbs from you and they produced 
beautiful blooms all summer. Will want a larger quantity this year.

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CAPEHART: Early light salmon rose shading to a deeper rose at edge of petal. 
6-8 six inch blooms open at once. 


CHAMOUNY: Beautiful cerise rose with silver line on edge of petal. 10-12 blooms 
open on long head. Medium height but very beautiful and distinctive. 

COMMANDER KOEHL: Large deep red florets on strong stem. An old favorite 
that is still a good glad and liked by all. 

CORONA: Beautiful large creamy pink with deeper edging on petal. Very beau- 
tiful and striking. 

DREAM O’BEAUTY: Very popular rose red. This is a nice variety but is inclined 
to fleck in the sun. 

DR. HOEG: A very dark red with a beautiful glistening sheen. It is a bit smaller 
than Black Opal but I really like it as well if not better. 

ELIZABETH THE QUEEN: Beautiful new clear lavender mauve with darker throat 
markings. One of the most beautiful lavender glads. 

ETHEL CAVE COLE: Large pure light pink which sometimes flecks a bit. 9-10 
blooms open on tall straight plant. 

FAIR ANGEL: Creamy white shading to deeper cream in throat. 8 large wide 
open blooms open at once. One of the better glads. 

FAIR LADY: Tall white with ivory cream throat. Edge of petal slightly ruffled. 
One good glad for any purpose. 

FIRE FLY: A scarlet red very much like the old Dr. Bennett. A nice color but too 
short for most people. 

FUCHSIA BELLE: Outstanding deep rose red of glistening American Beauty rose 
shade. <A beautiful variety that seems to be even more beautiful under ar- 
tificial light. Opens 8-10 five-inch blooms on tall straight spike. Has won 
many awards at various shows. 


GARDENIA: Beautiful gardenia white with 5-6 medium size blooms open on med- 
ium height plant. 


GOLDEN CUP: Deep golden yellow that is too deep for some people but a favorite 
of those who do like deep yellow. 


GRETA GARBO: An old favorite that is still very popular. Tall spike with 6-7 
beautiful soft light rose florets open at a time. 


GUNPOWDER: Really is a beautiful buff Picardy. A color sport of that variety of 
a clear buff color. Has won many awards at shows and is well liked by all. 


HAWKEYE RED: Bright red sport of Vagabond Prince that is very well liked. A 
very strong grower with 8-10 blooms open at once. 


HIGH FINANCE: Smoky light orange gray with cream throat. One of the best 
‘‘smokies’’ with 8-9 lightly ruffled blooms open on long flower head. Tall 
strong grower. 


KESTRAL: Light salmon orange with cream throat. Tall straight spike with 8-10 
open with as many more buds showing color.

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KING LEAR: Deep reddish purple with 4-5 ruffled florets. In big demand for cut 
flowers. <A beautiful glad. 


KING WILLIAM: A soft salmon apricot blending to a clear cream throat. A fine 
seedling of Picardy. Very beautiful. F 


LADDIE: Large light rosy salmon with 7-10 very large wide open blooms open on 
tall straight spike. 


LADY JANE: One of the very best yellow creams to be had. Lower petals are 
yellow and reflect a soft yellow glow on the whole flower so that it really 
looks like a huge ruffled yellow. A glad that all will like. 


LEADING LADY: Beautiful light cream white sport of Picardy. Not as deep a 
cream as Wanda and will pass for a white. A beautiful glad that everyone 
will want when the price goes down a bit more. 


LEXINGTON: Large glowing ‘‘wine’’ purple. A really handsome flower that was 
very much admired in my field this year. Better try at teast a few. Stock 
is limited so order early. 


MAGNOLIA: Beautiful soft creamy rose. Everyone likes this glad. Large flower 
on medium tall plant. 


MARGARET BEATON: Tall large flowered white with small orange scarlet blotch 
ime tnroat. Many call it striking: 


MARGARET FULTON: Soft dark clear salmon. An old favorite that is still widely 
used by florists. One of the most dependable growers there is with 6-8 open 
at once. 


MAID OF ORLEANS: Fine white with creamy throat. Tall straight spike that 
opens 6-8 medium florets at once. 

MARLENE: Ruffled cream white 8-10 large flowers open on medium height stem. 
Very well liked by all. Try an arrangement of Wanda and Marlene; its beau- 
titul. 


MARY ANSTEEN: Begonia pink with orange red throat. This would be out- 
standing if it were taller but, alas, it’s. too short to be popular. 


MAYLING: Light pink tinted lavender in the throat. Tall plant with 8-10 ruffled 
florets of heavy texture that makes it a fine keeper for cut flower work. 


MINUET: A fine old favorite that is still one of the best lavender glads on the 
market. It will still be here when many of the new ones are gone and for- 
gotten. 


MISS BLOOMINGTON: Nice light clear yellow on medium height stem. It would 
be better if it were larger and taller. 


MRS. MARKS MEMORY: Large flowered reddish violet with small dark carmine 
blotch on lower petals. If you like them dark, then you better try it. 


MOTHER KADEL: Clear medium yellow. One of the best commercial yellows and 
really fine for any purpose. ' 


To begin with, the bulbs were as pretty as! any I have ever seen and now, the 
blossoms!

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MYRNA: Ivory white with 8-10 heavily ruffled blooms open at one time. Under 
good growing conditions can be one of the very best for any purpose. 


ORIENTAL PEARL: Giant clear cream. One of the tallest and strongest creams 
grown. Open 4-6 six or seven inch blooms at a time with 12 or 14 buds show- 
ing color. Has won many awards. A beautiful glad that you will want in your 
garden. 


PEGGY LOU: One of the very best true pink glads when well grown. Very tall 
with 6-8 large wide open florets open at once. Most people like this as well 
and some like it better than Picardy. 


PICARDY: Large clear salmon pink. Most everyone knows this wonderful glad 
and further description would be a waste of time. It is still the king of glads. 


PINK RADIANCE: Beautiful new pink that is sure to be a long time favorite. You 
will be sure to like this gorgeous glad. It is really outstanding. 


PURPLE SUPREME: Wonderful medium purple with silver edge to petals. Tall 
husky plant with 8-10 beautiful blooms open at once. A must have! 


RAQUEL: Ivory cream with yellow center overlaid with.red pencilings. A good 
spike is pretty but is not very consistent, so if space or money is limited you 
would be wise to purchase some of the better varieties. 


RED CHARM: 8-10 beautiful medium red blooms open on tall straight spike. 
Florets large and well placed. Stands hot sunshine better than most red 
varieties. 


REWI FALLU: Immense dark blood red blooms on medium height plant. One of 
the most popular dark reds even though the flower head is sometimes stubby. 


RIO RITA: Gorgeous ruffled orange with many florets open at once. Better try 
this one. 

ROCKET: Seven to nine large scarlet red blooms, open on medium height-plant. A 
nice color with plenty of blooms open but flower head inclined to be short. 


ROSA VAN LIMA: Large rose pink with darker lines of the same color in throat. 
Has S or more blooms open on tall spike. A beautiful shade, but seems to be 
a bit soft. 


SHIRLEY TEMPLE: Huge ruffled cream that is a beauty when it grows well but 
is more often crooked than straight. 


SILVER SWARD: Tall graceful plant with 4-6 white slightly ruffled blooms open 
at once. 


SNOW BANK: Beautiful snow white florets. Has 6-8 ruffled blooms open on long 
flower head. : 


SNOW PRINCESS: Beautiful large milky white with light cream throat. Tall spike 
with many open. One of the leading commercial white varieties. 


SPOTLIGHT: Beautiful new clear medium yellow with small scarlet blotch. 6-7 
gorgeous larger blooms open on a five foot (or more) plant. One of the very 
best yellows on the market today. ‘You can’t do wrong on this variety, it is 
outstanding.

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SURFSIDE: A nice ruffled white with slight penciling in the throat; good strong 
grower. 


- VAGABOND PRINCE: Iridescent garnet brown, lighter at throat with small blotch 
of vivid scarlet on lip of petals. Has 8-10 open on long spike. 


VALERIA: Beautiful tall light red with 6-7 slightly ruffled blooms open at once 
on strong spike. 


VEE CREAM: Gorgeous light yellow with scarlet blotch. Everyone likes this dis- 
tinctive glad. Fine for any purpose. 





WANDA: Wonderful large cream sport of Picardy that is really something to look 
a at. One grower told me that his Wandas were shoulder high. Not always that 
i high, but usually a nice tall spike. 


WHITE GOLD: Very large clear light cream shading to a lighter throat. Has 4-6 
blooms open on long flower head. Nice tall plant and beautiful flower but 
needs a little extra care to do its best. 


SEEDLING #11: Dainty ruffled pink of medium height with 5-7 florets open at 
once. Several florists call this the prettiest glad on my farm. I wouldn’t call 
it that but it a nice glad.
